Tbb nnrortnnate and anom&loaa ooodN 
tioQ of the Sapremo Courts of this Colony 
has frequently formed the subject of dis- 
cussion and remark, and given rise on 
more than one occasion to soandulons 
TexatioD, and annoyance, nil which mit^bt 
have been avoided bad care been tnkcn 
ih framing the Union Act to provide ior 
the retirement of one of the gentlemen 
who act in a judicial capacity in the two 
sections of the Colony and the union of 
their respective courts. At the lust ses- 
sion an ordinance was sent down by the 
Government and passed; but when it 
went home Her Majesty's consent was 
withheld because it failed to provide for 
either of the Judges in case of retire» 
meat. Before the present Council 
had been called together it was un- 
derstood that an effort would bo 
made oa the part of the members of the 
legal fraternity who hold seals in that 
body to remedy the evil. About one 
month ago, Lon. Mr. Drake, junior mem^ 
ber for the city, introduced an emphatic 
resolntioa which expresses so tersely and 
clearly the pablic feeling and want that 
we cannot do better than to produce it 
here: 

<'That this Coancil is of opinion 
that the existing condition of the 
Snpreme Courts ot this Colony is high- 
ly anomalous, mischievous, ar.d incon- 
Tanienti and pending an Organic 
Ordinance for the establishment of 
one Supremo Court, an Ordinance 
shoald be paused forthwith to establish, 
(1) A coricurrent jurisdiction in each 
of the Sapren.o Courts throughout the 
entire Colony ; (2) An appeal as of 
>right from the decision of either^ of the 
'existing Supreme Courts, to' the J'udges 
vOf both Courts, with the addition of a 
third Judge of Appeal." 
; :The resolution was debated twice in 
■eoret aession and aqiion defei;red for 
•''few ^aya. In the meantime the hon 
, .'Attorney Gen eral^ Brougii t: ibxiwai d a 
'kaeasore Which he stated wasHo jprove 
'aip'^nacea-f^a cnreall for .;tbe' 'Tadioial 
JllB, nndeis.'i'whiohiiihe i^Oi^lppJ labors. 
The bill wa8;eB>Bent!aUy a' (^vernment 
measare. It'^iettled. nothing;, decid-, 
- ed ■ notbiogi -There was to-be no 
, (Boncnrreat joris'diotion. The Courts 
' riWoald remain as now constituted until 
: vth'e.^i dealh^^reslgnattdn^' "Totuoral or 
' translation of one of the judges, when 
''the otber was to 'be . created- Ch<ef 
Jostice, and then the Courts would bo 
-united as the Supreme Court of British 
t Odlambia; and a^uisD'e^'Judge appointed 
^■t a salary of iei'dffO'per' annum. Yester- 
day the till was pressed upon the at> 
tention of the Council. Aa it appear- 
ed in the orders of the day, it preceded 
Mr Drake's resolution, which, having 
been introdncod first, was entitled to 
precedence. This fact was pointed 
out by Mr fling, and upon a vote being 
bad the order was reversed, the reso- 
lution taken firrit, and an amendment 
calling for a special committee to 
prepare a bill upon the basis of 
the resolotion passed without do- 
bate. The bi'.l was next consiclcrn 
•d. The Government members spoke 
and voted in its favor, wbile iho 
representative membora, stronglhonod 
by the voices and votes of Hons, Mr. 
Wood and Mr.. Walkem iroiii the 
ranks of the appointed membora, voted 
to throw It oat, which after a sharp 
straggle was accomplished by a ma- 
■ jority of one. In the handBi;Of a spooial 
oommiitee of practical men, the Su^ 
preine Conrt muddle is capable' of a 
-aolation sfttlsfactol-y to both ocoopants 
of the Benob. Ih the hands of the 
GovernmeDt for two years and up- 
wards, it baa been "meddle and mud- 
dle " from first to last. Noi, the slight- 
est good result has been attained by 
any of the tnnliilarious projoois eman- 
ating from the Bxoouiivo Council for 
the settlement of this vexed question. 
As wo have shown, the Government 
moasaro of last session was cast aside 
by the Home Government for a rea- 
son that our Government ought to 
ha#o been aware existed before it took 
the matter up ; and now that the 
whole subject has been thrown into 
the bands of practical members wo 
trust that no obstacle 'will be inters 
posed to prevent an' equitable and 
honorable Bola|iiop_pt ti[|0.^arffl for 
which wo regrei ^e-;^VnbV a 
milder term than that of disgjr^Ofial

Puad Pasha, who was lately given over by 
tho physioiaiis. has now oo far tc'covaied Ilia 
health that he has boon able to pay a visit 
to tbe Pope He was received by the Holy 
Father in the moit cardial manner, and they 
souo ohatled as fainil'ar friends, while tbe 
Turk was profuse in bis expressions of grutin 
lode for the attentions paid to him by the 
Pope during hia illiiefls. Tt o Holy Father, 
on hia part, described the Sultan as hia 
mtilieur ami among the sovoroigna of Europe, 
and spoke graielully of the toleration ho cz.

Tho London "Daily News givcH a do- 
tniled history of a moiit. remarkable dis- 
covery in astronomical science. Il.is.no 
1pr8 than a practical dtitormination of the 
chiiractor and cause of the brilliant rod 
rnyg which nro nl'vay.s ob.servablis at tho 
Diomont of a total eclipse of tho sun, It 
niso includes, which 'is more wcnderfnl 
still, tbe discovery of a method for 
pbsorv!iigviB^aDge^-.in, tbo chnrautor and 
structure of these sierras from day to day 
nnd from hour to hour, though no applica- 
tion of science has yet or probtibly ever 
will render them visible at any other timo 
thiin the ceiilro of a total eclipse. Tho 
method of observation is too technical for 
our columns. - It will be suQlvient to sny 
that tbe instrnment nsod is a Sfmi:troscope 
of great effectiveness, which Hhows fiidu 
by side the- Bpcctr'nn of the sun proper 
and tho limb of tiio sun under obsorva- 
tioii. 

The first suggestion of this metbo l of 
observation was made by Mr J Norman 
Lock'yeir, in a paper which ho presented 
two years or inoro ago to the Koynl 
('Britisli) Society, establishing quite saiia- 
faclorily that the cause of tiio sun's 
spot was a liown rush of vapor into the 
sun's atniosplierc, cooling or sweeping 
n portion of tin incandescent pbotosphcre. 
Tho priority in the successful application 
of Mr LocUyei's suggestion must bo 
awarded to Dr Jaosscn, who cointnaiidod 
the Frcucb observing expedition ; but, 
singularly enongb, Mr Lookyer, -having 
obtained similar observations, communi- 
culed them to the French Academy, and 
n few minutes after thoy had been stated 
tho letter of Dr Junssoii, announcing liis 
eoncluBions. was first placed in the bund 
ot the President of tho Academy. 

Two interesting facts, now first brought 
to light, desorVe to bo stnt'e'd; Tt is fouud 
that these prominences, or sierras, tii which 
the name of coroiiiv has been applied by 
uslroiioiiiors, overlap a litilc upon tho 
edge of the sun's disc. This is a pho- 
nomenoii which could never be observed 
in a total eclipse, of oonrso. Tho hitherto 
accepted theory that tho orango lino in 
the fipcctrnm of the prominence examined 
by Lieut, llerscbul wua iJuo to the pres- 
etico of sodium in the solur flames, is'ex;- 
plodod, and it is almost certainly esiab>« 
lished that tbe flames nro hydrogen Qaracs 
by tho very peculiar and extremely nice 
revelations of tho spoctroscopo. A single 
ray of sola light, bo much more brilliant 
tluin the light of the corona, renders it 
totally invisible, it must bu set down as 
one of tbo grodt ' triumphs of luodcru 
scicDOQ that it cau determiuo certainly the 
character, map out and observe ■changes, 
in the form of a distant light which nO| 
instrument can render invisible.
